The  coinage  of  the  following  ceased  in  Vno  ycais  named:  Half  and 
one  cent,  copper,  in  1857;  one  cent,  nickel,  half  dime  and  three 

oents,  silver,  and  two  cents,  bronze,  1873;  twenty  cents,  silver,  1878; 
trade  dollar,  1883;  one  dollar  and  three  dollars,  gold,  and  three  cents, 
nickel,  1889;  staniiard  silver  dollar,  1904. 

Under  the  act  of  April  23,  1918,  the  coinage  of  silver  dollars  was 
resumed  in  1921  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  an  (Mjual  number  of 
dollar  coins  melted  under  that  act.  Between  February  21,  1921,  and 
December  29,  1921,  86,730,000  such  dollars  were  minted,  of  the  type 
coined  from  1878  to  1904.  Since  December  29,  1921,  a  new  design 
known  as  the    Peace  "  dollar,  has  been  used. 

COMMEMORATIVE  AND  MEMOBIAL  COINS. 

The  following  commemorative  and  memorial  coins  have  been  made, 
but  they  are  not  obtainable  at  the  mints  nor  at  the  Treasury;  they 
were  distributed  (usually  at  a  premium)  by  the  organizations  having 
charge  of  the  pertinent  activities: 

1 
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The  Columbian  silver  half  dollar,  authorized  by  act  of  August  5, 
1892.  was  coiiKxl  in  1892  and  1893,  and  the  Isabella  silver  quarter 
dollar,  struck  under  act  of  March  3,  1893,  in  1893,  were  for  the  World's 
Columbian  Exposition  held  in  Chicago  in  1893. 

The  Lafayette  silver  dollar  was  struck  under  act  of  March  3,  1899, 
in  1899,  the  date  on  the  coin  (1900)  being  that  of  the  unveiling  of  the 
memorial  during  the  exposition  in  Paris,  France. 

The  special  gold  dollars  for  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  held 
at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  in  1903,  were  coined  under  act  of  June  28,  1902,  in 
1902  and  1903,  but  have  no  coinage  date  upon  them.  Two  types  were 
sti  iu  k,  one  showing  the  head  of  Thomas  Jefferson  and  the  other  that 
of  William  McKink^y. 

The  Lewis  and  Clark  Exposition  gold  dollar  was  struck  in  1904  and 
1905,  under  act  of  April  13,  1904,  the  exposition  being  held  at  Port- 
land. Oregon,  in  1905. 

The  act  of  Congress  of  January  16,  1915,  authorized  the  striking 
of  fift\ ,  two  and  a  half,  and  one  dollar  gold  pieces,  also  silver  half 
dollars,  for  tlio  Panama-Pacitic  Exposition  Co.,  all  stamped  with  the 
date  1915.  There  were  two  types  of  the  fifty-dollai-  piece,  one  being 
round  and  the  other  octagonal  in  shape.  The  exposition  was  held 
in  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  in  1915,  and  the  coins  were  struck  at  the  mint 
in  that  dty. 

The  McKinley  gold  dollar  was  authorized  by  act  of  February  23, 
1916;  the  coins  were  struck  in  1916  and  1917,  for  the  McKinley  Memo- 
rial Association,  in  connection  with  the  erection  of  a  memorial  build- 
ing at  Niles,  Ohio,  the  birthplace  of  William  McKinley. 

The  Illinois  Centomiial  silver  half  dollar  was  authorized  by  act  of 
June  1,  1918,  and  struck  the  same  year,  to  commemorate  the  one 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  admission  of  that  State  into  the  Union. 

The  Maine  Centennial  silver  half  dollar  was  authorized  by  act  of 
May  10,  1920,  and  struck  the  same  year,  to  commemorate  the  one 
himdredth  anniversary  of  the  admission  of  Maine  into  the  Union. 

The  Alabama  Centennial  silver  half  dollar  was  authorized  May 
10,  1920,  but  not  struck  until  October,  1921.  The  coins  were  placed 
on  sale  at  Birmingham,  Ala.,  during  the  visit  of  President  Harding, 
October  29;  they  commemorate  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of 
tlie  admission  of  Alabama  into  the  Union. 

The  Pilgrim  Tercentenary  silver  half  dollar  was  authorized  May 
12,  1920,  and  struck  in  1920  and  1921,  to  commemorate  the  three 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrmis  at  Plymouth, 
Mass. 

The  Missouri  Centennial  silver  half  dollar  was  authorized  March 
4,  1921,  and  struck  the  same  year,  for  the  exposition  and  State  fair 
held  at  Sedalia,  Mo.,  in  August,  1921,  to  commemorate  the  one  hun- 
dredth amiiversary  of  the  admission  of  the  State  into  the  Union. 
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The  Grant  Memorial  coins,  gold  dollar  and  silver  half  dollar,  were 
authorized  Febraary  2,  1922,  and  were  stnick  in  1922,  to  commemo- 
rate the  centenary  of  the  birth  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant. 

The  Monroe  Doctrine  Centennial  silver  half  dollar  was  authorized 
January  24,  1923,  and  coined  the  same  year,  in  the  San  Francisco 
Mint,  to  commemorate  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  enuncia- 
tion of  the  Monroe  doctrine. 

The  Walloon-Huguenot  silver  half  dollar,  authorized  by  the  act  of 
February  26,  1923,  was  struck  in  1924,  to  commemorate  the  three 
himdredth  anniversary  of  the  settlement  by  the  Walloons  and  the 
Huguenots  of  New  Netherlands  (the  Middle  States)  in  1624. 

OBNEBAL  IN7CXBMATION. 

The  mints  do  not  buy  nor  sell  old  coins  or  paper  money. 

The  mints  do  not  undertake  to  pass  upon  the  value  or  character  of 
coins  or  paper  money  or  decide  questions  in  numismatics,  whether 
referring  to  the  money  of  the  United  States  or  foreign  countries.  Ap- 
plication for  such  information  should  be  made  to  collectors  or  defers 
in  coins  or  editors  of  coin  magazines. 

The  mints  will  not  furnish  the  names  of  com  dealers  or  of  ^yone 
interested  in  the  collection  d  coins. 

The  mints  can  only  supply  coins  of  the  current  year,  or,  possibly, 
early  in  the  year,  those  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  mints  have  no  proof  coins,  pattern,  or  experimental  pieces 
for  sale. 

The  Government  pays  no  premium  for  the  return  of  any  of  its 

€oms  or  paper  money. 

The  mints  do  not  publish  and  can  not  supply  any  book  or  Ust  giv- 
ing the  prices  of  old  coins  or  paper  money,  nor  any  printed  matter 
descriptive  of  the  mint  buildings  or  the  coinage  operations. 

The  mints  have  nothing  to  do  with  paper  money.  All  questions 
relating  to  paper  money  should  be  referred  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Mint  marks.— Coma  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  have  no  mint 
mark.  Those  struck  at  all  other  mints  of  the  United  States  are 
distinguished  by  a  small  letter  near  the  bottom  of  the  coin.  These 
letters  are:  "C"  for  Charlotte,  N.  C,  coinage  discontinued  in  1861; 
''CC"  for  Carson  City,  Nev.,  discontinued  in  1893;  "D"  for  Dahlor 
nega,  Ga.,  discontinued  in  1861,  and  for  Denver,  Colo.,  since  1906; 
"O"  for  New  Orleans,  La.,  where  coinage  ceased  in  1909;  and  "S" 
for  San  Francisco,  Calif.

If  the  medals  are  to  be  sent  by  registered  or  ordinary  mail  or  ex- 
press,  ihB  cduu^  for  this  service  must  be  paid  by  the  purchaser  in 
advance.  If  the  remittance  does  not  include  postage  or  express 
charges,  the  package  will  be  sent  by  express,  ''Charges  collect,"  at 
the  risk  of  t^e  purchaser. 

Mutilated  or  uncurrent  United  States  gold  and  sflver  coin  is  pur- 
chased  as  bullion,  the  gold  at  the  rate  of  $18.60  per  ounce  troy,  and 
the  silver  at  the  rate  (approximate  market  rate  for  siivw  buUioiO 
fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Director  of  tihie  Mint.
